American Tradition

Dominant among American con- 
cepts in government stands the prin- 
ciple of Home Rule. 

It is perhaps the oldest of our 
traditions. It is a healthy outgrowth 
of that insistence on self-govern- 
ment which found expression in the 
Revolutionary War. Regarded by 
the founders and developers of 
America as essential to their liberty, 
it has persisted through a century 
and a half of national history. 

That explains why a growing 
number of citizens watch with grave 
misgiving many of the innovations 
in government being urged on the 
American people today. Among 
these they see: 

Efforts to force on citizens, with 
all the authority of enacted law, the 
dictates of appuinted Bureau chiefs. 

Efforts to curb the powers of the 
Supreme Court whenever it upholds 
the rights reservef by our Constitu- 
tion to the people and the states. 

Efforts to centre in Washington 
powers and authority which, since 
the beginning of our nation, have 
belonged to the states and smaller 
communities. 

These attempts are already under 
way. Others will undoubtedly fol- 
low. But, in whatever alluring forms 
they may be presented, all mean 
fundamentally the same thing — 
limiting the people’s power in gov- 
ernment, by taking from their local 
communities the right to run their 
own affairs. 

In other words, the weakening of 
Home Rule. 

The real significance of such pro- 
posals lies, therefore, not in what 
they promise, but in what they 
threaten to take away from the peo- 
ple in the way of rights and privi- 
leges and power. As a wise President 
once said: 

“No method of procedure has ever 
been devised by which liberty could 
be divorcea from local self-govern- 

ment.”

Qut-of-Door Man 


Business Man, Editor, Party 
Worker Keeps Fit as 
He Works Hard. 


In Frank Knox, the Chicago pub- 
lisher, Illinois Republicans, who 
have unanimously indorsed him for 
the Republican nomination for Pres- 
ident, have offered to the country 
the most versatile man in public 
life since Theodore Roosevelt. Un- 
like Roosevelt, however, Frank 
Knox has had an outstanding busi- 
ness and professional career and 
has never held public office. He is 
recognized as one of the best busi- 
ness men in the newspaper busi- 
ness. As an editor, his editorials 
have revealed an intelligent, alert 
and vigorous personality which 
have made him a public figure. 

While engaged in making a suc- 
eess of his newspapers, Inox has 
achieved distinction in many other 
directions. He made an enviable 
record as a volunteer soldier in 
two wars. He has been in politics 
for thirty years, serving as pre- 
einct worker, state chairman, na- 
tional convention floor leader for a 
Presidential candidate and has 
stumped two-thirds of the Union 
for national, congressional and 
state candidates. 

On business, financial, economic, 
social welfare and political issues, 
Knox has always been on the lib- 
eral and progressive side of the 
argument. His public record of 
battles against monopoly, for social 
justice, for the betterment of farm 
and labor conditions and against 
un-American, coercive policies, fully 
attest this fact. In all his en- 
deavors he has manifested vision 
and vigor as well as a keen sense 
of moral and spiritual values. 

Knox plays as he works, and 
it is in his out-of-doors life that 
he has shown a versatility even 
greater than that of Theodore 
Roosevelt. Knox has not only been 
a hunter and a fisherman, but has 
paddled his own canoe through 
most of the rapids of the upper 
Great Lakes. He has driven his 
own pack train over the plains and 
mountains of half a dozen west- 
ern states, ridden horseback over 
the mountains of New England and 
has followed a “chuck-wagon” and 
helped the Apaches in their fall 
round-up. He has visited every In- 
dian reservation in the country. 
Knox can sail a boat, run a launch 


or automobile. He was an early 
devotee of the ski, the skate and 
the toboggan and is an _ expert 


swimmer. Nowadays he packs a 
heavy bag of golf clubs and has 
used them on links in all parts of 
the country. 

Early in his married life Mr. and 


Mrs. Knox explored the Great 
Lakes and Hudson Bay country. 
Moose and deer, trout and the 


“musky” fell before their prowess 
with rifle and rod, Mrs. Knox prov- 
ing an expert fly-fisherman, From 
his log cabin home on the St. Mary's 
river Knox went to work or to 
cruise in his launch, sailboat or 
canoe. There he learned the ice 
and snow sports. In New Eng- 
land he added horseback riding 
to his accomplishments. As a mem- 
ber of the Board of Indian Com- 
missioners he made his vacations 
riding expeditions to the out-of-the 
way Indian reservations with Mrs. | 
Knox. They studied the Indians 
and took steps in Washington to 
remedy their living conditions, an | 
interest they still continue. | 

While engaged in this work, Knox 
cleared the Montana range of 30,000 
useless wild horses which were 
canned and sent to Japan. In their 
place he had the army remount | 
service send blooded stallions to | 
be bred with the rugged cow and | 
Indian ponies of the Northwest. | 
The result has been better mounts | 
for the army and better horses for 
the Indians.

Largest gift 
‘was $50,000 from the general edu- 
cation board for support of the in- 
dependent study plan. 


Tax Change Opposed 

Fresno.—Any immediate change 
in the existing tax structure of 
California is opposed in a report of 
the taxation committee of the Cali- 
fornia Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce, in annual convention here. 
Repeal of the State income tax and 
the sales tax was opposed on the 
grounds that there should be no 
elimination of any existing source 
of revenue. 


S. F. Has Fewest Taxing Agencies 

San Francisco.—With only eight 
tax agencies, San _ Francisco 
County holds a near-record among 
counties of the State. Los Angeles 
County taxpayers are burdened 
with 690 agencies and Contra Costa 
County 110. Only Alpine County, 
with 241 people, boasts a smaller 
number of taxing agencies than San 
Francisco. 


U. C. Registers 11,991 Students 

Berkeley.—A total of 11,991 stu- 
dents had signed for the spring ses- 
sion at University of California by 
the close of registration. Of that 
number, 592 were new students, 
9,324 returning students, 229 new 
graduate students and 1,846 return- 
ing graduate students. 


Balloon Trayels 2000 Miles 

Grass Valley.—A letter attached 
to a toy balloon released last 
Fourth of July by two local high 
school boys was picked up January 
10, 1936, by a timber worker in Ed- 
ward County, Illinois. The finder 
communicated with the boys, who 
have released two balloons with 
notes attached each Fourth of July 
jfor the last seven years. This is 
‘their first reply. 


Sierra County Mines Reopened 


Downieville—Unworked for 25 
years, the old Telegraph Mine near 
here will soon be in operation after 
rehabilitation by Los Angeles capi- 
tal.

The planes will be low- 
winged monoplanes with much 
greater speed and range over previ- 
ous types of this class. 


Cars Must Haye Safety Glass 


Sacramento, — Safety glass be- 
came an essential part of a motor 
vehicle in California with the begin- 


ning of the new year. Chief Cato of 
the California Highway Patrol] an- 
nounced that no person shall sell 
any new car, nor shall any new car 
be registered, unless it is equipped 
with an approved type of safety 
glass in partitions, doors, windows 
or windshields. 


Phone Rate Changes Denied 

San Francisco.—The state rail- 
road commission has denied the ap: 
plication of the Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Company and the 
Southern California Telephone 
Company for changes in their rate 
structure. Principal objection to the 
new schedules, presented as “equa- 
lizing long distance telephone costs” 
was that they actually increased the 
cost of short distance calls. 


How Relief Cash Is Spent 

Los Angeles.—Of the $4,800,000,- 
000 appropriated by the last Con- 
gress for unemployment relief, Cali- 
fornia received $100,000,294,52, in 
the May-December period last year, 
according to Colonel Jerome Sears, 
head of the California Emergency 
Council. More than $66,000,000 of 
this sum went for direct relief, he 
said. Administration of the works 
cost the State $2,030,856.

Fed- 
leral tax returns must be made by 
|March 15, and the state tax re- | 
turns must be made by March 15, 
and the state tax returns by April 
15. 

Under the federal income tax 
law motor car owners are entitled 
to list certain deductions for sums 
paid out or losses sustained in 
connection with the ownership 
and operation of automobiles, ac- 
cording to the Legal Department 
of the California State Automo- 
bile Association. There are, how- 
ever, some important exceptions 
to the list of allowable deductions. 

Allowable deductions do not in- 
clude the state gasoine tax in 
California, the federal gasoline 
tax, or the federal taxes on lub- 
ricating oil, tires, tubes, accessor- 
jes, new cars and trucks. A De- 
partment of Internal Revenue rul- 
ing holds that these taxes are im- 
|posed by law upon the manufac- 
turer or distributor and are not 
to be considered as taxes paid by 
the consumer. 

Deductions which automobile 
owners are allowed to make in 
computing their taxable income 
linclude the following: 

All sums paid during the cal-| 
endar year as registration fees, 
personal property taxes, and mu- 
nicipal taxes. 

{Interest on money borrowed for 
the purchase of an automobile. 

The amount of financing 
charges on automobiles purchased 
which covers the interest on the 
loan, when specifically set forth 
in the contract, but not the| 
amount covering the premium on 
insurance to protect the finance 
company’s interest. 

All operating and maintenance 
expense, including depreciation, 
on automobiles used wholly for 
business, or a pro rata share of 
such expenses representing busi- 
ness use where a passenger car 
is used chiefly (more than 50 per 
cent) for business. Depreciation 
usually is figured at 25 per cent 
per annum. 

Automobile insurance on auto- 
mobiles used for business pur- 
poses. 

Uncompensated losses sustained 
by reason of damage to automo- 
biles used for business or plea- 
sure. 

Damage paid for injuries to 
persons or for destruction of 
property, provided the automobile 
at the time of the accident was 
being used for business. 

Loss sustained when a car used 
for business is sold outright at 
a price less than its depreciated 
value. (Loss sustained where an 
automobile used for business is 
traded in for a new car can not 
be deducted, but such loss can be 
considered as part of the cost 
when computing depreciation for 
then ensuing year.) 

The new license fee is at the 
rate of $1.75 per $100 of valua- 
tion and the penalty doubling the 
amount for delinquent applicants 
will be a heavy one on many cars. 
This fact is expected to influence 
most car owners to make applica- 
tion safely in advance of the dead- 
line hour. 

Plates are being issued by the 
Department of Motor Vehicles at 
offices in various principal cities, 
with mail applications received at 
the Sacramento office. They are 


also being issued at offices of the | 


California Highway Patrol. The 
California State Automobile As- 
sociation is issuing plates to mem- 
bers at offices in thirty-three 
cities of northern and central 
California.

Grange Head Scores 
Tax Fixing Practice 


“So long as we condone viola- 
tion of the motor vehicle laws by 
winking at ‘tag fixing’ and favor- 
itism, we must expect to pay the 
price of public apathy and laxity 
with an appaling list of highway 
homicides. 

Prefacing his statement with 
that outspoken _ declaration 
against the traffic ‘tag fixing’ 
abuse, George Sehlmeyer, Master 
of. the California State Grange, 
today made a strong appeal for 
“equality before the law, as well 
as severity, in curbing reckless- 
ness, speeding and drunken driv- 
ing.” 

Mr. Sehlmeyer’s statement, made 
public by the California Safety 
Council, follows: 

“Tf we are to achieve public 
consciousness of the seriousness 
of the highway accident prolbem, 
we must stop being complacent 
about motor vehicle violations and 
stop boasting about ‘fixing’ case3. 
It is a short step from complacen- 
cy to criminal carelessness and 
highway homicide. 

“There must be uniform-penal- 
ties—and severe penalties, without 
regard to the offender’s position 
or influence. 

“To make-real progress in ac- 
cident prevention, the wealthy 
business man must be given no 
greater consideration in cases of 
traffic law violations than the 
clerk in. his office or the worker 
in his factory. And the drivers 
for great highway freight carriers 
or bus lines must be required to 
comply with the same laws as 
the average motorist, or suffer 
the same penalties. 

“All of us, I believe, must rec- 
ognize that the time has come 
when we can no longer consider 
motor vehicle law violations as 
petty offenses. A motor vehicle, 
carelessly handled, is a deadly 
weapon and the continuous 
slaughter on our highways is a 
reflection on our intelligence and 
good citizenship.”
